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THE CHINESE LOAN. | 
LEBEONS OF THE NEGOTIATIONS, 


(py ‘THR TIMES” CORRESPONDENT.) 


Pexino, March ith, 
Tho loan question may bo regarded as in 
susponse for the next few weeks. The 
‘Chinese Government, with whom agrec- 
ment-in, regard to the financial: terms of 


the loan had-been attained by the bankers, |. : 


have declined to accent the proposals of 
the six Ministers relative to the adviser- 
ships. The Chinese are now undeistoad 
to intend to defer further dixcussion. of 
‘the .anbjecb until the meeting of the 
National Assembly. i, . 
Early in November the Chinese reatized 
that Mr. Bireh Crisp was not im a posi- 
{ion to finnnce them to ‘the’ extent 
required, ‘They ; accordingly resumed 
negotiations with the sextuple group. 
The prospects on this occasion were more 
promising, because whercas the hank prin- 
cinals in Europo’ had Drevicnaly some- 
what arbitrarily formulated terms for 
submission, to the Chinese, they now 
agreed: that their represeftatives in 
Peking should onter. into direct, negotia- 
tions ‘with tho Minister of Finance. By. 
December..8.the negotiations had been #0 
far successful that the general outlines of 
an agreement were telegraphed to Europe 
for approval by tho princinals. It took, 
ovey six weeks, however, before all parties 
apponred to be satisied and-n formal 
agresment was drawn up. | ; 


‘EFFECT OF THE RALKAN WAR. 

By this time, unluckily, the political 
situation in. Europo outweighed al) other 
considerations, and ‘the French bankin 
group refused to agree to the provision ©: 
the advances, aggregating £7,000,000, 
‘spread over three months, which it had 
boon propdied to make “preliminary to 
the flotation of the loan itself; 

The Chinese, naturally, were’ greatly 

. disappointed, and notified the bankers 
that they would be compeNed to look clac- 
where, “Offers were numerdts, but were 
mostly subject to contingent circumstances 
which detracted from their valuc. “After 
p time, however, the position in Europe 
improved and the French agrecd to pro- 
vide the advances whenever the loan agree 
ment was signed, But although ‘the 
loading, foaturey of the agreement’ were 
telegraphed home on February 3, and the 
prediction was made that. the contract 
would be signed on the morrow, there was 
still an important obstacle to be over- 
come, . 

The loan negotiations, in effect, had 
been divided into two parts. That re- 
Jative to tho. purely financial aspect of the 


" ‘trananection. was’ left in. tho hands of the 


bankers, the other, dealing with the ques- 
tion of safeguards, was in certain im- 
portant respects left to the diplomatic 
representatives of the countries interested, 
to arrange with the Chinese Foreign 
' Office, This courso was adopted . because 
of the difficult experienced . by the 


bankers in handling a. matter involving 


political considerations. ‘Tho six Govern- 
. ments supporting ‘tho banking group were 
chiofly concerned thet the loan should not 
constitute’ a, difficulty in the future, and 
. it. was more fitting that provisions that 
were in some sengo political should be 
handled by the Legations than by the 
bankers... “Thus, while tho, bankers. were 
discussing figures and prices, with the 
Financo Miniater, the six Ministers were 
arranging ‘the safeguards with | the 
Foreign Minister. These were provided 
by the Chinese aprecing to reorganize the 
alt Gabello, with Chinese and foreign 
co-directors in chargo;" by the institution 
within the Audit Department of a foreign 
joan section in charge of a foreign 
auditor; and by the appointment of a 
foreign advisor to the Audit Department. 
It will be at one realized thet, while the 
difficulty of obtaining Chinese acceptancd 
of these conditions must have been con- 
siderable, there was also the. delicate

egations “of. the nationality ‘of the 
foreigners to bo appointed. Thus, while 
the reorganizations schemes were agrecd 
upon: with tho Chinese, the question of 
tho actual appointments was left to the

He declared that for- 
eigners of the nationality of tho lenders 
would alone be satisfactory. to the French 
Government. : ; 2 
Tho Chinese wero bitterly disappointed 
Only a few weeks before they had teen 
‘told that. furids. were not forthcoming 
because. of the volitical. situation in 
Europe. That cbjection having her 
waived they. wore hopeful that the loan 
would be signed, and. the Treasury. re- 
lenished to enable. them. to’ meet the 
avy demands contingent on the: China 
New Year.

ment of a Byijtish subject to “the Salt 
Gabelle, 2 German in ‘the Loan Depart- 
ment, as before, and one French and one 
Russian to the Audit, Te may be, pointed 
out “here vthat this cuinpromise was 
arranged in order to meet the French, 
who apparently, were prepared ‘to retire 
from the consortium rather than agres to 
the Chinese nominations. _ Five of tho 
Goyernments immediately agreed to the 
now proposal, but the German Legation 
demanded the appointment of a German 
to the Gabellc, the most important: of 
the posts, After some delay, however, the 
Germans gave way, in consideration of 
the improvement of the status of . the 
Gorman in tho comparatively unimpor- 
tant position in the Loan "Department 
and of the appointment of ao German 
deputy director in the Gnbelle, to be 
sttaioned in Shanghai. Finally, those 
proposals wora submitted to the Chinese 
Government, and summarily rejected on 
March 4, The’ Chinese expressed them- 
selves willing to adhere, te their own pro- 
posals 23 regards ‘neutrals. Their objec- 
tion to the alternative of the six Govern- 
ments ig understood mainly ta refer to 
the proposed Russian adviser. 

It is unnecessary to dwell upon such 
features of the situation as ‘the Chinese 
endeavour to procure the break-up of the 
sextuple group; the: indication that the 
Germans, in combination with certain 
London banks, were prepared, in theevent 
of the dissolution of the group, to make 
an independent loan’ to China: and the 
charges levelled against: tho French, who 
were stiematized as’ allowing themselves 
to be used-hy the Russians to block: the 
loan, that the sinister, policy of Russia 
in regard to Mongolia might be for- 
warded, ° Tho real turning-point of the 
negotiations was the character of the safe- 
guards, All the directors and advisers 
in tho world would not make the Chi- 
nese financial machinery work if the 
Chinese obstructed, their efforts, Would 
neutral foreign: officials, supported only 
hy Legations who were not interested. in 
the loan ‘or in tho condition of the coun- 
try generally, and wha had no powers to 
put pressure on ‘the Chinese, be able to 
overcome tho. natural repugnanco of the 
Chinese to have their affairs amended by 
outsiders? That is the question the 
French, answer in the negative, Henee 
their objection to neutrals, and their 
demand for nationals.
